The n' lion 
that our abortion of a Governmont has 
anything in common with tho English 
political system, is about the greai oflt 
absurdity over hatched in human 
brain. It corruption exists in Ameri- 
can political circles thoy havo at least 
perception enough to see that iho 
richer they make the nation tho richer 
they themBolvo3 aro likely to bcoomo. 
Another glaring instance; Our vvaiers 
will soon bo Lhrouged with whalorrf, 
and it ia well kuown that there i.s not 
a whale boat, a swivel gun — nay, nui 
oven a whale lino in the city ; and 
why ?

It i^ woll undorslood along the whole 
coast that the workmanship on iron 
in every form is better done hero ihati 
olaowliore, and alihuugh luili owtU'Tr- 
and othofBoa the other i-idu have tuken 
our iron w(jrk and paid vcr}' high 
duties, the United Slates amliuriiji'.- 
biivo at last doiorinined to prohibit iin 
importation, iitid have ra'sed the duties 
BO high that it iShimpiy a quenti<)n be- 
tween their own bad woikmanship und 
none at all. ■ Thus, with proper ouatom- 
houHO fucilities aud our numorouH ad- 
vaiitiiges in rauierial and woikmanHliiji 
in tho various forma required abaut 
ships and tkeir appurtonuncoH, we 
should be the most favored port ou the 
Pacific.

The Institute wai crowded lust night 
by on oppreciative audience, the attrac- 
tion being two-fold. Uqt. Mr. Somervilio 
delivered an able lecture on Oliver Crom- 
well, the bero or hypocrite — the monarch 
or murderer — as he has been differently 
named, and sUited that although hia dead 
body hid been hung on Tybnru Gallow.s, 
and hU aioiiiory hung in greater darkoess 
and di-sgi-ace, tliat yet his character was 
bccoiiiiug Blowly undorslood und his 
great niv-rit uiiprceiuied. After a short 
sketch of the posiiion of partiea dur« 
ing former reigns, a series of word-pic- 
tnres were i,'ive.n, showing his life in the 
mansion of Ilinehinbrook, hi.s| life in Lon- 
don, his conduct as a member of Purlia>- 
meot— his coaueclion with the army, 
and finally bis rule as Lord Protector. 
The kuotty questions in his biography, 
i. e., his part in the exncution of Charles; 
bis violent dismissal of the Long Parlia- 
ment, and the steps by which he became 
Lord Protector, were duly discossed. 
The best portions of the lecture were 
these describing the terrible condition of 
England before the appeal to arms, and 
the'' happy intlaoncea of the Protectorate 
at homo and abroad. 

The rev. lednrer was listened to 
with great lUieiition, tho audience fre- 
quenily testifying their admiration of bis 
eloquent address. 

The hon. Mr. Haveloek succooded Mr. 
Sotuerville with a rending fro.u Pickwick 
—the trial f cene, ever liesh, ever laughter, 
creating, it elided the heany applause 
it always draws from an English audi- 
ence: Mr, Uavelock did it every jus- 
tice, raimicUing the tone of the conn. 
Bel, tba Judge, and the witnesses 
with exeellenl effect.
